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FOREWORD 


In recognition of the wonderful services rendered to the 
miners during this very great struggle for the right to live, 
I recommend and urge all the workers of this country to 
read this pamphlet and to understand that it is written to 
supply to the workers information in regard to our comrades 
in Russia and their viewpoint on the situation. It contains 
information of the British Government, supported by some 
reactionary political and industrial leaders who are desirous 
of breaking the bond of friendship existing between the 
two countries as a result of the support received from the 
Russian workers to help the miners and their families in 
their struggle. It is now impossible to break that bond of 
friendship, but it is necessary for the workers to remember 
their true friends in time of need. You have before you in 
this pamphlet the method adopted by the Russian workers 
in collecting funds to aid the miners. They have nothing to 
hide, but welcome the fullest investigation into their methods 
The refusal of the T.U.C. to accept aid from the Russian 
workers while they were accepting funds from every other 
organisation created a bad impression among the Russian 
workers, but it must be said that the action of the T.U.C. 
does not represent the viewpoint of the British working 
class. I make no apology for urging the workers to study 
the contents of this pamphlet and to recommend to the wor- 
kers to form an Anglo-Russian Committee which wil! 
cement the bond of friendship. 

I hope the miners will form an Anglo-Russian Miners’ 
Committee so that we may keep in touch one with the other 
to help forward the object which we have in view.

TEXT OF THE NOTES EXCHANGED BETWIEN 
THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AND THE SOVIET 
GOVERNMENT, June 12th, 1926. 


Tur British GOVERNMENT Note 


His Majesty’s Government regrets that it cannot main- 
tain silence about the actions of the Soviet Government, 
especially in allowing ihe remittance to England of sums 
intended to support the General Strike. The General Strike 
was an illegal, unconstitutional act, being a menace to the 
established order in Great Britain. In particular, the activity 
of the Soviet SES Nica of Finance is not conducive to a 
friendly settlement of the questions outstanding between the 
two States, which settlement the Soviet Government professes 
to desire. 


THE Soviet ReEpty, 


The People’s Commissariat for Foreign Affairs presents 
its compliments to the British mission and has the honour 
to present herewith the reply of the Soviet Government to the 
memorandum of the British Government of June rath. 

Having perused the memorandum the British Government 
handed to the People’s Commissariat for Foreign Affairs on 
June 12th, the Soviet Government considers it necessary to 
point out to the British Government that in the Soviet Union 
there is not a total prohibition of the export of currency but 
only a restriction of the export, which requires a permit in 
each individual case. The Soviet Government, expressing 
the will of the workmen and peasants of the U.S.S.R., could 
not forbid the Trade Unions which are organised by the 
millions of workmen of the U.S.S.R. to send money abroad 
to render support to the trade unions of another country. 

At the same time the Soviet Government calls the atten- 
tion of the British Government to utterances not agreeing 
with the real fact and not in accordance with normal relations 
between Governments, made by some members of the British 
Government, who stated that the sum remitted to the General 
Council of the British ‘Trade Unions was sent by the Soviet 
Government while in reality it was sent by the Central 
Council of the All-Russian Union of ‘I'rade Unions, in agree- 
ment with the Soviet Trade Union centres. 
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CHAPTER ONE. 


INTRODUCTORY. 


HE general strike and the miners’ lock-out in Great 
Britain are events of worldwide importance. They 
have evoked a response in the working class of every 
land. Nowhere has that response been heartier and 
more extensive than tin Russia, where the workers had 
to fight so fiercely for freedom, and where with titanic effort 
they have established the only socialist State that yet exists. 

The British bourgeoisie, unable to crush the British 
workers and unable to break the heroic will of the miners, has 
everywhere raised the crv of “ Russian gold.” 

Tweed, the chief of the British Shylocks, and with 
him all the “hard-faced” bourgeois and the whole bourgeois 
press, are continually slandering the Russian workers. The 
contention is that money has been sent to aid the struggling 
British miners, not by the Russian workers, but by the 
Soviet government—which, of course, has nothing better to 
do than to interfere in the internal affairs of Great Britain! 
Though not even the Baldwin government has ventured to 
support Tweed’s fable to the effect that the money was 
sent by the Soviet government, the capitalists continue to 
repeat it, and to utter slanders against Soviet Russia. 

Let them rail; let them ask questions in parliament ; let 
Churchill and Birkenhead vent their spleen against the work- 
ing class dnd the Soviet government. History will con- 
temptuously ignore the clamorous cries of these usurers, who 
are alarmed at the prospect of losing their privileges and 
forfeiting their dominion. But the fact that five millions 
of the organised British workers, with perfect unity of spirit, 
raised the standard of revolt against capitalism, and were 
ready to fight to the end; and the fact that, after the support 


of the general strike had been withdrawn, the British miners 
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were not discouraged, but have continued for three months 
(at the time of this writing), to carry on an unequal struggle 
for a living wage and for decent working conditions—these 
facts will be for ever recorded in the annals of the working. 
class movement. They are food for rejoicing even though 
the general strike was so badly led, even though in the end 
it was criminally betrayed. 

Furthermore, we must note, as a new and _ significant 
phenomenon in the history of the working-class movement, 
that this strike, originating in Britain, tended to assume an 
international character. But for the obstacles imposed by 
the contemptible and cowardly reformist leaders, in Britain 
and on the Continent, the strike might have become inter- 
national in the fullest sense of the word, and might have 
seriously shaken the whole capitalist world. When the unity 
of the proletariat in the class war became not merely objec- 
tively necessary but (this is the important point) a realis- 
able possibility, the international working-class movement 
entered upon a new phase. An example of this unity, not 
verbal only but actual, was given by the workers of the 
Soviet Union. The fact cannot be shuffled out of the world 
by slanders, by threatening notes, by the rattling of swords, 
or by talk of ‘ Russian gold.” 

In the present sketch, we shall give an objective and 
documented account of the mass movement which occurred 
among the workers of the U.S.S.R. as a response to the 
general strike and the miners’ lock-out in Great Britain. 

We think that a faithful account of this movement, in 
which millions upon millions of the Russian workers par- 
ticipated, will have considerable value. First of all, it will 
be an aid in the struggle to achieve the international unity 
of the proletariat. But, in addition, we hope that it will en- 
able every unprejudiced reader to satisfy himself concerning 
the origin of the “red money” sent to the British miners— 
money which has been of substantial use to them in their 
unequal fight. 


Cuaprer Two. 


THE SPONTANEOUS REACTION TO THE NEWS 
OF THE GENERAL STRIKE. 


HE news of the general strike in Britain aroused 

throughout Russia a tremendous and_ clemental 

outburst of enthusiasm, a primary manifestation of 

working-class solidarity. No words can describe 
the excitement’ that prevailed in the streets and 
squares, and wherever men and women were gathered together 
at work. In Kharkov, the masses made a spontaneous 
demonstration. At the end of the day’s work, from every 
public building, from every factory and workshop, there 
poured forth columns of demonstrators with flags flying, bands 
playing, and slogans streaming in the wind—all wending 
their way towards the trade-union headquarters of the city. 
There was no room in the great square for even a fifth part 
of the demonstrators. At the most modest estimate, more 
than one hundred thousand persons must have taken part in 
iia 

While the meeting was in progress, the central areas of 
the city, where the speeches were being reported by loud 
speakers, were so greatly congested that the buses and trams 
had to be stopped. Comrade Oliver, the chairman of the 
British delegation of railwaymen, who was in Kharkov at 
the time, took part in the demonstration. Be it noted that 
this demonstration was on May sth, the day before the de- 
cision of the All-Russian Central Council of Trade Unions 
to send financial support to the British strikers was made 
public. On their own initiative, the Kharkov workers had 
made banners bearing the slogan: “Brothers! Expect from 
us not only words of cheer, but also material aid.” This 
affords the best possible evidence of what the Russian workers 
were thinking and feeling during the first days of the general 
strike. 

Similar spontaneous demonstrations occurred in a great 
many towns, such as ‘Tomsk, Tambov, Vladimir, etc., etc. 
Everywhere workers and employees participated in their 
thousands, and everywhere on their own initiative the masses 
raised the question of sending material aid. 

Thus, there were street demonstrations in a good many 
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places, but indoor meetings were practically universal, 
There was not a factory or workshop, there was not a govern- 
ment or municipal institution throughout the vast territories 
of the Soviet Republic, in which there was not held, thanks 
to the impetus of the masses, a meeting large or small to 
discuss what was happening in Britain. _In a quite unpre- 
cedented way, the general strike monopolised public interest. 
The meetings were packed as they never had been before, 
and were signalised by unwonted stir and enthusiasm. Here, 
there, and everywhere, the same sentiments were voiced: 
‘The British workers’ cause is ours,’’ and ‘‘We must not 
only show sympathy, but must give practical help.” 

We wish once more to emphasise the fact that the workers 
were using these phrases among themselves before any appeal 
had been issued from the trade-union centres. They were 
the expression of class-consciousness. The trade-union 
organisations merely voiced the general sentiments of the 
working masses. 

This is proved by thousands, nay by tens of thousands, 
of resolutions, passed without a dissentient, one and all re- 
} lating to the need for a levy on wages in aid of the British 

strikers. 

Here is an almost literal translation of the terms in 
which the workers embodied their determination to send 
monetary aid. The incident took place at the largest of 

/ all the factories in Moscow—the Sickle and Hammer, where 
several thousand workers are employed. 


The secretary of the factory committee, at a general meeting 
devoted to the discussion of the British general strike, spoke 

as follows after the resolution had been adopted: 

“Comrades, since we have decided to give material as 
well as moral aid, I propose that we should send to the 
British workers a quarter of a day’s earnings.” 

‘Not enough.” 

“Half a day’s earnings would be better.” 

“A day’s earnings,” the ery came from all sides. 

Then one of the workers mounted the platform and made 
the following proposal : 

“For the period from the first of May to the fifth, let us 
send a quarter day’s pay; from the sixth to the ninth, half 
a day’s pay: and from the tenth onwards, a whole day’s pay.” 

“Good! Vote!’ 

“Those in favour?” 

Fifteen hundred hands were tumultuously flung into the air. 

“Against ?” ‘ 

“What are you talking about?’’ some one angrily 

exclaimed. 


(“Pravda,” May 13th, 1926.) 
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Such was the Russian workers’ mood everywhere. Even 
after the All-Russian Central Council of Trade Unions had 
issued its circular imposing a levy of one quarter of a day’s 
pay upon all the organised workers, many of the meetings 
voted considerably larger contributions. 

Here is a brief list of enterprises and institutions where 
a levy of half a day’s pay was voted: half of the enterprises 
and institutions in Voronezh; the Rostov cardboard factory ; 
the Barricades works in Stalingrad ; the Amo works in Mos- 
cow; the Morze works in Moscow; the Halturina works in 
Ekaterinoslav ; the employees in the land and timber service 
at Smolensk; the educational workers of the town of Elts in 
Orlov province. 

This list might be enormously lengthened, for half a 
day’s pay was levied by the workers and civil servants at 
hundreds of meetings. 

But to many of the workers, half a day’s pay seemed too 
little. They levied a whole day’s pay, and in some instances 
even more. A day’s pay was voted by about half of the 
enterprises and institutions of Voronezh, the Elts food- 
workers, the woodworkers in Kostroma province, nearly all 
the workers and employees of Rybinsk, the boilermakers at 
the Stalingrad metalworks, the glassblowers at the Bolshe- 
vishersky works, most of the enterprises and institutions of 
Tambov, the, miners in the Cheremhovsk pits, etc. 

The enumeration could be indefinitely extended, for de- 
cisions to levy a day’s pay were taken by the hundred. If 
further confirmation be needed, the reader will find it in the 
following extract, from ‘‘Pravda,” of May 16th. The report 
is from the Tula correspondent : 


In the matter of sending financial aid to the British workers, 
there is a tendency to disregard trade union discipline! 
Although the All-Russian Central Committee of Trade Unions 
has recommended a levy of a quarter day’s pav, we find that 
only in exceptional instances do the workers content themselves 
with levying this amount. In other cases, they are levying 
themselves half a day’s or a whole day’s pay. In many in- 
stances they are imposing levies at regular intervals. 


We may add that, over and above the levies for the assist- 
ance of the strikers, there now began a stream of individual 
contributions, which poured into the offices of the newspapers 
in Leningrad, Moscow, and the provincial towns. These con- 
tributions were made by workers and employees, and those 
who made them invited others to follow their example. As 
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a characteristic instance of the frame of mind among the — 
masscs in the U.S.S.R. at this date, we quote Pogodin's — 
article in “ Pravda,” on May 12th: 


CRUMPLED NOTES. 

She came to us yesterday very early, an old working woman 
of Moscow, Burova by name. 

Great numbers of them come to ‘Pravda’? from the out- 
lying districts, bringing their crumpled, dirty notes—men, women 
and children. Quite on their own, they come to give their 
money or send their children with it. Here is a girl whose 
father, a tiler, has a vivid memory of the incidents of one of 
our own great strikes in former days | 1905]. That is why he 
has sent the girl with this half-rouble. 

‘Here, little father,’? she says, ‘Shere is something for the 
British workers.” 

She is shy, and nervously rubs her small red fists together 
as she speaks. 

We might never have seen old Burova, unless she had set 
out very early vesterday before the impression produced by the 
official answer of the trade unions to the workers of the U.S_S.R. 
and the workers of all the world had become acute—the answer 
to offers of help, an unprecedented answer, dry as a diplomatic 
note. 

Old Burova had heard nothing of this answer. Through the 

: rain, in the teeth of the north wind, she came all the way 
: across Moscow, bringing us a rouble note wrapped up in a 
handkerchief, a ragged, greasy note taken out of the box where 
‘she was wont to keep the money to buy bread and potatoes. 

Having found No. 48 in the T'verskaya, she climbed the 
stairs to the third floor, knocked at the door, and came in. 

“Ts it here that one gives the money to the English miners?” 
; ‘Yes, this is the place.” . 

With great earnestness, she quietly took out her rouble note, 

{ unfolded it, cleared her throat and said: 
“There isn’t anv more; that’s all.’ 

Taking the receipt, she added: 

“I remember when we had a strike. We should have heen 
glad enough of help, but there wasn’t any.”’ 

“That’s seventeen vears ago, eh?” 

“Seventeen years, less two,’? she answered. ‘‘I've not for- 
gotten what we had to suffer then. We were beaten because 
our fellow workers couldn’t help us. That’s why I've brought 
along this rouble. I know all about it.’’ 

dhe went out again into the rain and the north wind, to 
make her way back to her home on the other side of Moscow, 
this old working woman who had so clear an understanding of 
what was happening in a far land across the sea, who pictured 
the sufferings of the British miners’ children, and hoped that 
her rouble would help to dry their tears. 


Burova, this woman of three-score years and ten, bring- 
ing her last rouble, symbolises the feeling of solidarity which 
has always been extraordinarly vigorous among the Russian 
workers. 
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Furthermore, this crumpled note given by a working 
woman is a slap in the face for ‘weed and Birkenhead, and 
for all those who have slandered the Russian workers, deny- 
ing their class solidarity. The “ Russian gold” sent to the 
British miners is not supplied from profit, rent, or interest, 
but is freely given by the workers out of their earnings, is a 
voluntary levy made by millions of proletarians throughout 
the land. ‘This money is the blood and sweat of workers. 
Out of their scanty wages (we do not pretend that the wages 
are other than scanty as yet), the Russian workers put aside 
“crumpled notes’’ for their class brothers. They themselves 
have struggled so long, so many of themselves have been 
victims, and it is by a natural impulse that they give what 
aid they can to the workers of other lands who are still at 
grips with capital. 

This movement of working-class solidarity is not con- 
fined to the industrial workers. The employees one and all 
are involved in it, so are the members of the working intelhi- 
gentsia, the school teachers, the university professors, the 
civil engineers, the proletarian students, the soldiers of the 
Red Army, and even the children—the Pioneers. 

Here, taken haphazard, is a list of the organisations 
which on a single day (May 14th) passed resolutions con- 


.gratulating the British workers on their stand. These reso- 


lutions of greeting were accompanied by material help. The 
resolutions were sent to “Pravda,” but could not be printed 
for lack of space. General meeting of the members of the 
Olgovsk Consumers’ Society (Dmitrovsk district) ; confer- 
ences of workers and employees of the M.G.S. and the 
M.O.G.E.S.; administration of the All-Russian Producers’ 
and Consumers’ Union of .Disabled and Members of the 
Foreign Delegations of the International Victims of the War ; 
workers of the Kadievsk mine (Don Basin) ; meeting of the 
M.O.P.R. workers in Rostov (Yaroslav Province) ; general 
meeting of medical, veterinary, and pharmaceutical workers 
in the same town; general meetings of workers, Red Army 
soldiers, and employees in the town of Buya (Kostroma 
Province) ; workers in the Moscow governmental department 
for agriculture and forestry; workers and employees of the 
tobacco factory Yava; students of the agricultural college 
and the Workers’ Faculty in Gorkach (Orshanskv circle) ; 
general meeting of the commissariat department of the

cavalry section of the French Communist Party division; 
workers and civil servants in the Red Building brickworks 
(Gotnya station, Don railway) ; workers and employees in Der

of the Road Union Consumers’ Society of the Moscow-Kazan 
railway; workers in the Berezichesk glassworks (Kalushk

The movement involved the whole of Soviet society, the 
workers of all grades. Men of letters began to organise 
literary evenings, artists to give entertainments, musicians 
to give concerts. All in order to raise funds for the British 
strikers. The Amalgamated Association of Proletarian 
Writers in Moscow founded a special daily paper “Hold On 
Like Grim Death.” All the contributions were gratuitous, 
and the whole profit from sales was devoted to the strikers. | 
This paper attained a circulation of 124,000 and brought in 
many thousands of roubles. Numerous similar instances 
might be mentioned. Even the home workers (in Tula and 
elsewhere) imposed levies on behalf of the strikers. Nay, 
i more, the movement spread into the rural districts. In quite | 
a number of villages, the peasants (the poorer ones among ) 
them, it need hardly be said) held meetings acclaiming the _ 
general strike in Britain and levying upon themselves in its 
) support. For example, in the village of Podgornom (Ekater- 
inoslav circle), there was a meeting attended by more than 
a thousand peasant men and women. 


“We should like the bourgeoisie throughout the world to 
know,’’ said one of the villagers, “that we, the countryfolk, 
as well as the industrial workers, hate the capitalists. Our 
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hearts go out to the British workers in their struggle, and we 
hasten to give them all the help we can. Village folk are 
better informed than of old. ‘They know that the capitalists 
all over the world are the enemies of the working-class, and 
that the peasants can help to gain the victory over the bour- 
geoisie by joining forces with the industrial workers.’ 

A committee has been elected to collect on behalf of the 
strikers, and hopes to get together more than two hundred 
quarters of wheat. 


(‘Pravda,’”” May 15th.) 


At a general meeting in the village of Spasky (Novo- 
moskovsk region), five hundred persons assembled to hail 
the general strike. It was decided to make’a collection in 
aid of the strikers. 

The peasants of the hamlet of Domnino, having decided 
to give what help they could to the British strikers, collected 
x1 roubles, 35 copecks. 

The peasants of the village of Kazachemyssky in Siberia 
“send their heartiest greetings to the workers who are fight- 
ing the bourgeoisie ... In this struggle, we stand shoulder 
to shoulder with you. . .”’ 

The peasant men and women from various districts of 
Tambov province, foregathering in a house in the city, passed 
a resolution expressing their cordial sympathy with the 
strikers. ‘“ We wish you a successful struggle and a victory. 
We want the British workers to know that the solidarity of 
the many million peasants of the Soviet Union is with them.” 

Like reports come to hand from all parts of the coun- 
try. This lively interest of the peasants in a strike of in- 
dustrial workers is not a new phenomenon by any means. 
They are awakening to the significance of the alliance be- 
tween the workers and the peasants which has been realised 
in the U.S.S.R. They know—the poorer peasants, in 
especial, know—that the policy of the industrial workers 
must be backed up by the villagers if success is to be 
achieved in the class struggle. But here we are transgres- 
sing the limits of the present sketch. Our only reason for 
introducing the matter is that we wish to show how far the 
movement of working-class solidarity must have spread, see- 
ing that the petty bourgeoisie of the rural districts, however 
backward, has become involved in it. 


CHAPTER THREE. 
THE VOICE OF THE MASSES. 


HIS sketch aims at being circumstantial, and we shall 

therefore reproduce a fair number of the actual reso- 

lutions passed in the U.S.S.R. at meetings convened 

on account of the general strike and the miners’ lock- 
out in Great Britain. Owing to lack of space, however, we 
shall have in some cases to content ourselves with extracts. 
At best, of course, we can give no more than a minute frac- 
tion of the multitudinous resolutions passed at workers’ 
meetings throughout the country, for they are numbered by 
tens of thousands. A mere enumeration of them would fill 
a whole volume. 

The resolutions are not distinguished by the elegance of 
their literary style. Far from it; their wording is often rough, 
bald, and ungraceful. We need not be surprised, for most of 
them were penned by workers with calloused hands, used to 
wielding tools, but little accustomed to the art of writing. 

Nevertheless, they are the authentic voice of the prole- 
tarian masses. In these resolutions, passed unanimously and 
with great enthusiasm, we find the genuine sentiments of the 
toilers. They tell us eloquently ard clearly, what the Rus- 
sian workers experienced during the general strike and the 
coal stoppage in Britain, and how our people reacted to these 
events. We consider that such artless documents of prole- 
tarian solidarity have just as much right to be collected and 
published as have the diplomatic epistles that are printed in 
“Blue Books” and “White Books” for the edification of 
posterity and for the organisation of public opinion. We 
venture to hope that contemporary working-class readers, no 
less than future historians of the working-class movement, 
will find the record both interesting and instructive. 

The resolutions passed at the meetings summoned to 
consider the British labour troubles were not couched in 
traditional forms, any more than they were consistent with 
the demands of etiquette or the customary claims of inter- 
national politeness. The workers’ sense of unity, of class 
solidarity, found a natural vent. The feeling was too active, 
too strong, to be satisfied by the voting of materia] aid. It 
had also to secure expression in words.. 
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Cut off from their struggling class brothers by immense 
distances, incapable of direct participation in the titanic 
struggle between labour and capital in Britain, the workers 
of the U.S.S.R. were too much engrossed in what was going 
on in England, Scotland, and Wales to be satisfied with the 
role of idle onlookers, however sympathetic. There arose an 
elemental urge towards community, towards fellowship with 
the British proletariat. The Russian workers wanted to 
make their sympathies vocal, to announce their readiness 
to help the comrades in a remote land and to back them up 
in the fight, to give both reinforcement and comfort. ‘The 
irresistibly expansive sentiment of proletarian unity found 
issue in these naive and unadorned resolutions. It was not 
a chance impulse that led the meetings to send their resolu- 
tions in the first instance, not (as is customary) to trade-union 
headquarters, but to the public press. That is why, for many 
weeks, the newspaper ofhces were inundated by the torrent 
that poured in by post, telegraph, and wireless. The press 
was the aptest medium. It was through the press that the 
Russian workers could best and most promptly get into touch 
with their hrothers across the sea. 

When considering the numerous resolutions, we have to 
distinguish between two sharply-constrasted phases, the one 
prior to the calling off of the general strike, and the subse- 
quent period. 

During the general strike, the main object of the Russian 
workers was to express their delight at the strength and the 
solidarity of the British workers, their sympathy with the 
strikers, and their readiness to give material and moral aid. 

The prevailing desire was to furnish support, and to de- 
clare that the strike had an international and not merely a 
national significance. 

The workers and employees at the Amo works in Mos- 
cow, sending “ martial greetings,” write: “The British com- 
rades are not alone in their struggle . . . ‘Their cause is 
ours, their victory will be our victory.” 

At the glassworks in Novgorod province, the workers 
declare: “We shall always be with you. . . The British 
strike must be victorious.” 

A meeting of workers and employees at the Rvkoff 
works (Enakievo, in the Don basin), sends ‘‘cordial fraternal 
greetings,” and adds: “We are eagerly watching the pro- 
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gress of your fight.” At this meeting it was decided to make 
a 1 per cent. levy on wages for the duration of the lock-out. 

At the Vorovsky wallpaper mills in Vitebsk, the wor- 
kers “acclaim the heroic struggle” of their British comrades, 
and declare their readiness to help. 

The railwaymen at Chusovsk junction express “ heart- 
felt sympathy in the struggle now being carried on by the 
British workers against their sworn enemies, the capitalists,” 
and ‘‘adjure the workers of all lands to support the heroic 

activities of the British workers.” 

. The workers and employees at the Skorohod works “ send 
ardent greetings to our British brothers, who are entering 
) upon a new phase in the class war.” 

“We eagerly await news of your success, and are ready 
to extend a helping hand whenever it may be needed,” runs 
the resolution passed at the M.S.P.O. textile works in Mos- 
cow. “We levy a quarter of.a day’s pay, and should there 
be further need we shall gladly give additional material help.” 
“At any hour or at any minute we are ready to help 
the British workers, and we charge the workers of the world 
to do the same thing.” This comes from Gorlovsky in the 
Don Basin. On May 6th, these workers sent a telegram to 
Purcell. It ran as follows: 

' “The workers of Gorlovsky at a meeting attended bv about 
three thousand of them, specially summoned to consider the 
British strike, knowing you to be one of the leaders of the | 

strike movement, send you our warmest greetings and our 
hopes for the complete success of the British working class. 

The workers of Gorlovsky are united with the workers of the 

world in support of it, and they levy a dav’s pay for the 


British strikers. . . . Convev our greetings to our honorary 
president, Comrade Herbert Smith.’’ 


| 
The Gorlovsky workers did not yet know—no one yet | 
knew—that betrayal was imminent. They did not know that | 
the miners would soon have to carry on the struggle alone. 
But even during these first days of general enthusiasm, 
when no one dreamed of the possibility of a pitiful collapse 
of the general strike, many of the resolutions disclosed a cer- 
tain uneasiness, though this was hardly enough to he called 
anxiety. That is why a note of caution is often sounded, 
while from time to time friendly counsel is given. 
For instance, from the general mecting at the Moscow 
motorbus garage come the warnings » ‘Watch your leaders,” 
and “Don’t forget Black Friday.” 
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“No concessions to the mineowners, to the British 
capitalists, to the class enemies of the proletariat. Do not 
trust the heroes of Black Friday,” say the workers of the 
Ivanteyev cloth-mills. 

“Tearn how to fight from the example of your Russian 
brothers,” runs a message from the Kutuzov factory school. 
“Watch out for treachery on the part of leaders who have 
repudiated the class struggle.” 

The workers of Sormov say: “ We hope that our British 
comrades will not withdraw from the fight, that they will 
rid themselves of their yellow leaders and of the capitalist 
gang.” ~ 

“Maintain the united front more firmly than ever; do not 
flinch. We, the Russian workers, send you martial greetings 
and a first levy upon our wages. Your country is so far away 
fron ours, that we cannot actually roll up our sleeves and join 
you in the fight. March forward resolutely and confidently 
to victory!’ This is an extract from a resolution passed by 
the Centrosoyus chemical works. 

There is a marked change of tone from the moment when 
the General Council announces its refusal of the proffered 
money. ‘This refusal, worded with the official curtness of a 
diplomatic note to a “friendly” government, aroused both 
bewilderment and bitterness in the Russian masses. The 
Russian workers could not understand what reason there 
could possibly be for the refusal of brotherly aid from the 
workers of another land. It was especially hard to under- 
stand in the case of the British strikers, for alliance with the 
British had been strengthened by the formation of the Anglo- 
Russian Committee. There was, however, no serious uneasi- 
ness about the matter, for this was before the publication of 
the documents showing that, in its refusal of the money, the 
General Council was merely the stalking-horse of Baldwin’s 
government. But perplexity, we repeat, was widespread 
Distrust of the leaders of the general strike increased. and 
there was a growing suspicion as to the good faith of the 
right-wing leaders of British trade unionism. Those who 
were styled left-wing, were still regarded as above suspicion. 

The change of mood found expression in the resolutions 
passed at meetings of workers and employees. Still, this 
did not in any way affect the amount of money levied, for the 
possibility of betrayal by the leaders served merely to en- 
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hance the sympathy of the Russian workers towards their 
British comrades. But no further personal messages to the 
leaders were sent. 

The general meeting of the workers at Nyandom station 
on the Northern railway “brands with infamy those who 
are traitors in the struggle for the deliverance of the working 
class.” 

“Cut down with a sickle forged of British steel the rank, 
weedy growth of MacDonald and Co.,” comes from the Vodo- 
kanal works. 

“Do not trust Thomas and MacDonald, who are traitors 
—henchmen and servants of the bourgeoisie. Rid yourselves 
of such leaders, trample them under foot.” ‘This hails from 
the workers of Ilich depot on the Moscow-Velorussky railway. 

“Proletarians of England,” says a resolution from a 
Moscow metal works, “vour interests are being sold to the 
capitalists.” 

The workers at the October Revolution dyeworks, ‘‘vs- 
teem it their duty to brand with infamy the ‘leaders’ Mac- 
Donald and Co. as traitors to the working class, behind whose 
backs they are conspiring with the Baldwin conservative 
government and are selling the workers. . . . Keep your 
eyes on the right-wing leaders who, behind your backs, are 
working hand-in-hand with the capitalists and are ready to 
betray your interests.” 

The Russians were profoundly affected by the calling 
off of the general strike. The affair caused a tremendous 
commotion, which only those who saw it can realise. The 
mental disturbance found expression in numerous resolutions. 
We shall content ourselves with giving one of these, which 
clearly indicates the prevalent mood, and shows what poli- 
tical deductions were drawn from the unheard-of betrayal. 


We, the workers aiid employees of the Samolet works, 
declare that we are watching with close attention the struggle 
which the British workers are carrying on against the capital- 
ists, the enemies of their class. In view of the fact that 
traitors and not leaders stand at the head of the working class, 
in view of the unprecedented betrayal of the interests of 
labour in favour of capital, we declare more loudly than ever: 

Comrades, British workers, if the hangers-on of the bour- 
geoisie have again betrayed you, nevertheless we hope that 
proletarian solidarity, the class spirit of the workers, will pre- 
vail; that the Thomases, the MacDonalds, and their like, will 
never be able to daunt you, but will in the end prepare their 
own downfall, 

We hope that this lesson in treachery will serve you for 
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an example, as our own betrayal by Gapon and Zubatoff served 
us, and that after it vou will say: ‘These men are not our 
leaders; they are the leaders of capital. Our leader is the 
Communist Party.” 

We hope that the proletarian forces will no longer accept 
the orders of treacherous and lying leaders; that the struggle 
now commencing will rage more furiously; that no longer shali 
any traitor be able to give himself out as a champion of the 
interests of the workers, but that he and his capitalist masters 
shall be overthrown by proletarian forces. 

Therefore, we declare our solidarity, we pledge our aid to 
the British workers, and we agree, in support of the British 
miners, to levy a quarter of a dav’s pay. 


The foregoing resolution is something more than an ex- 
pression of anger at the betrayal. It bears witness to the 
ripe political intelligence of the rank and file among the 
workers. Furthermore, the resolution draws a clear distinc- 
tion between leaders and led, between betrayers and betrayed. 
Sympathy with these latter, readiness to aid, are greater than 
ever. Eagerness to help grows proportionally with the difh- 
culties facing the British workers. 

The resolution is a reflection of the real sentiments of 
the millions in the Soviet Republic, and it will, therefore, 
be needless to trouble the reader with any more of the same 
kind at this stage. Many of the resolutions will be given in 
full subsequently. We can readily understand, then, why 
there was no falling off in the subscriptions, why many 
groups of workers levied themselves again; why the trade 
unions’ appeal met with so enthusiastic a response. There 
was a mature and intensely active sentiment of the inter- 
national class solidarity of the toilers, in conjunction with a 
rich store of political experience. The feeling and the ex- 
perience had ripened among those who had lived through 
three revolutions, who were wielders of power, and were en- 
gaged in the upbuilding of the socialist State. It is a long 
time, now, since the Russian workers first acquired an inter- 
national consciousness. ‘Ihe aspiration towards international 
unity is in them organic, powerful, and deep-rooted. That 
is why the workers of Soviet Russia have given so signal a 
demonstration of international unity on this oceasion—a de- 
monstration of real and practical unity, which has amazed 
the British miners and, we may hope, the workers through- 
out the world.

THE RUSSIAN TRADE UNIONS AND THE 
BRITISH LABOUR TROUBLES. 


T is natural and comprehensible that, from the outset, 

the trade unions should have led this mass movement of 

solidarity. In the appendix to this sketch we shall 

print a series of documents which will show clearly 
what was the attitude of the trade unions of the U.S.S.R. 
from the very beginning of the general strike and through- 
out the later developments, and will indicate the practical 
activities of the unions for the fulfilment of the duty of class 
solidarity. 

On May sth, with Comrade Tomsky in the chair, there 
was held an extraordinary sitting of the Presidium (General 
Purposes Committee) of the All-Russian Central Council 
of Trade Unions in conjunction with all the central commit- 
tees of the unions. This sitting was exceptionally well at- 
tended, showing that interest was keen among the leaders of 
the trade union world. 

When opening the session, Tomsky said, among other 
things: 

Such a strike as this is a new phenomenon in history. 
Thanks to the collective participation of the British workers, 
the miners’ lock-out has developed into a gigantic general strike. 

Obviously it is important to give all the help in our power; 
but, in view of the vast proportions of the struggle, to help 
will be difficult. The help must be given without delay, for the 


matter is urgent. Our business is promptly to organise a cam- 
paign in support of the British workers. 


At this meeting, the following resolution was passed 
nem. con.: 


All the organised workers of the U.S.S.R. are hereby sum- 
moned to contribute a quarter of a day’s pay to the support 
of the British workers. Two hundred and fifty thousand roubles 
taken from the funds of the All-Rugsian Central Council of 
Trade Unions, and the central committees of the trade unions, 
shall forthwith be sent to the General Council of the British 
trade unions as an earnest of the levy. 

Comrades Dogadoff and Lozovsky (All-Russian Central 
Council] of Trade Unions), Gorbacheff (Central Committee of 
Miners’ Union), Amosoff (C.C. of Railwaymen’s Union), Antsel- 
ovich (Agricultural Workers), Korosteleff (Iiducational Wor- 
kers), and Rudakoff (Local Transport Workers), shall form 4 
committee to organise the collection of the levy, to devise 2 
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series of measures in support of the British strikers, and to 
elaborate supplementary forms of aid. 

On the very same day, the appeal to the trade unions was 
issued in the name of the All-Russian Central Council of 
Trade Unions and the central committees of the trade unions. 
The document was signed by Tomsky, Dogadoff, and the 
chairmen of all the central committees. The concluding para- 
_ graphs read as follows: 


The Presidium of the All-Russian Central Council of Trade 
Unions and the central committees of all the trade unions sum- 
mon all the workers and employees throughout the U.S.S.R., 
all the toilers of our great republic of labour, to rally to the 
help of the working proletariat of Great Britain by a once-for- 
all levy of ome quarter of one day’s pay. We issue this sum- 
mons because the organised workers of the U.S.S.R. can and 
must take prompt action in support of their British brothers 
by class and by struggle. 

The Presidium of the All-Russian Central Council of Trade 
Unions and the central committees of all the trade unions are 
confident that the organised workers and employees of the 
U.S.S.R. will tender brotherly help to the British workers in 
their fight with the capitalist class. 


The Presidium’s demand for the immediate provision of 
250,000 roubles was promptly complied with. In actual fact, 
more was collected, as is shown in the following table:

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The foregoing table contains only the first assignments. 
Further assignments were subsequeutly made. For instance, 
the All-Russian Central Council of Trade Unions 
assigned an additional forty-five thousand roubles. But on 
May 6th, two hundred and fifty thousand roubles were sent 
to the General Council as a preliminary remittance. 

At a rough estimate, one quarter of a day’s pay levied 
on all the organised workers of the Soviet Union would 
amount to a total sum of three and a half million roubles. 

The first response to the levy, the first indication of 
the unprecedented enthusiasm of the Russian masses, was a 
stream of money flowing in, literally, from all the ends of 
the country. Thanks to this, on May 7th, the All-Russian 
Central Council of Trade Unions was able to send the General 
Council a further remittance of two million roubles, this 
making two and a quarter millions in all. 

At the same time, comrade Dogadoff, in the name of the 
All-Russian Central Council of ‘rade Unions, asked the 
General Council what form future aid should take. Fore- 


’ seeing that difficulties over food supply might arise, Doga- 


« 


doff enquired whether it would be better to send the assist- 
ance in money or in kind. 

As every one knows, Tweed, chairman of the Associa- 
tion of British Creditors of Russia, Ltd., published a 
letter in the British press declaring that the money above- 
mentioned must have been provided by the Soviet Govern- 
ment, for the Russian trade unions had no such sums at 
their disposal. Need we say that this was pure nonsense, was 
an abominable slander uttered by an infuriated and frantic 
bourgeois? Here is an official statement of the financial 
resources of the trade-union centres on April 1, 1926. All 
figures are in roubles.

We see that the united resources of the All-Russian 
Central Council of Trade Unions and the central committees 
of the trade unions at the date in question amounted to more 
than six and a half million roubles. In these circumstances, 
there was obviously no need for an overdraft at the bank or 
for an advance of money by the Soviet Government. They 
could draw two millions or more from current account with- 
out embarrassing themselves or burdening any one else. 

Nor could there be any doubt as to the response the 
workers would make to the demand for funds in support of 
the British strikers and the locked-out miners. Enough in- 
formation was already to hand to satisfy the trade’ union 
centres as to that. But here are tables showing the amounts 
actually collected during May and June, 1926:

The financial statements in the foregoing tables are in- 

complete. It has been difficult for the accountants of the 

, All-Russian Central Council of Trade Unions to cope with 
; the vast influx of items; and their work is not yet finished. 
In any case it is plain ‘that much more was collected than 


any one had expected. The tota] will certainly exceed four 
million, 


We do not suggest that, in view of all the circumstances, 

this is a very large sum; but at any rate the trade unions and 

: the working class of the U.S.S.R. have done their duty, have 
done all that they could. 


a 
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We shall return to this question of material aid, but for 
the moment we have to consider another topic. 

The trade unions of the U.S.S.R. were not content with 
the levy. From the first, they considered the need for other 
kinds of help. 

On May 6th, the central committees of the Water Trans- 
portworkers’ Union and the local Transportworkers’ Unic1 
issued a circular to the dockers in all the ports of tke 
U.S.S.R. calling a partial strike in order to prevent the load- 
ing of ships destined for British ports and the supply of 


these with fuel. 
The same day, the central committee of the Water Trans- 


portworkers’ Union sent the following circular to the branches 
of the union : 
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Call a partial strike of ali sailors and dockers working upt 
exports to Britain. Do not load cargo or fuel (whether coal 
or oil fuel) on any ships if there is reason to believe that the 
cargo or fuel is likely to be transshipped to Great Britain. 

Stop work on all steamers sailing for England, what- 
ever freight they may carry. 

Vessels already on the way to England, having received 
information by wireless of the partial strike of seamen in the 
U.S.S.R., must, on arrival at the nearest British port, make 
common cause with the British strikers, and must not allow 
their vessels to be unloaded. 

Should an attempt be made to unload any such vessel with 
the aid of strikebreakers, the ship should at once put to sea 
again. 

The loading and unloading of cargo can only be permitted 
when satctioned by the British General Council. 

The local branches of the Water Transportworkers’ Union 
must keep the central committee informed regarding the pro- 
gress of the strike. In the case of ships on the high seas and 
sailing for England, the ship committees must acknowledge 
receipt of the wireless calling a partial strike. On arrival at a 
British port, they must immediately get into touch with the 
local strike committee. 


On the same day, the central committee of the local 
Transportworkers’ Union sent the following telegram to the 
branches : 


The central committee calls a partial strike of the dockers 
working on freight destined for England. ‘Take measures to 
prevent the shipping of such freight from the ports, and also 
of any freight which you have reason to believe mav be trans- 
shipped to Britain from other countries. ‘The loading of ships 
for England is only permissible upon instructions from the 
British General Council. 


The strike fund of the Local Transportworkers’ Union 
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was to be devoted to the support of all whose earnings might 
be aitected by the calling of this partial strike. 

A special committee, consisting of Rudakoff, Himmel- 
farb, and Fedoroff, was appointec from among the central 
committee in order to supervise the carrying out of the 
measures connected with this sympathetic strike. 

The localities were prompt in answering to the call, as 
the following reports will show. 

On May 7th, Novorossisk reported : 


In connection with the general strike of British workers, 
the loading of all ships destined for British ports has been 
stopped. ... 


At a general meeting of the Black Sea Water Transport- 
workers it was decided to instruct all the port organisations in 
the Black Sea and the Sea of Azov to discontinue the loading 
of goods destined for England. 

At Rostov-on-the-Don, in fulfilment of the central com- 
mittee’s instructions, there was set up a regional committee 
consisting of the chairman of the regional committees of the 
Water Transportworkers’ Union and the administrations of 
the Local Transportworkers’ Union and other regional unions 
to promote solidarity with the strikers. District committees 
were also formed for the practical furtherance of the strike. 

On May Sth, three Greek steamships were respectively 
loading at Taganrog, Yeisk, and Akhtarsk, in the Sea of 
Azov. The one at Akhtarsk was destined for a British port. 
The district committees took measures to stop the loading of 
this vessel and to enquire into the destination of the other 
two. 

In Berdyansk, where a British steamer was being loaded 
when the strike was cailed, the water transportworkers held 
a mecting which was attended by the British crew, and a 
strike committee was organised. The loading of the steamer 
was stopped, 

A telegram from Vladivostok, under date May 18th, 
reports : 


The dockers working on the cargo of the British steamers, 
“Glaucus” and “Glenapp” have refused to load the steamers. 
The men at the pumping station, from which vegetable oil 
was being pumped into the “Glaucus’’ also struck work. 

In conformity with a decision of the water transportworkers 
not to load freight for Britain, the loading of all vessels des- 
tined for British ports has been stopped. 


And so on, and so on. 


Red 


The sailors on foreign ships in Russian harbours were 
infuenced by the declaration of a partial strike in these 
ports. For instance, the seamen of Swedish, Norwegian, 
German, and other vessels at Leningrad held a meeting to 
declare their solidarity with the British workers. ‘They un- 
animously passed a resolution to the effect that while the strike 
was in progress no freight must be shipped to Britain. “Then 
the foreign sailors marched to Uritsky Palace under the Red 
Flag. At other ports, there were similar demonstrations. 

But the transportworkers of the U.S.S.R. were not con- 
tent with the declaration of a partial strike. On May 6th, 
the central committees of the Railwaymen’s Union and the 
Local Transportworkers’ Union sent a telegram to the head- 
quarters of the International Federation of Transportworkers 
in Amsterdam demanding from the federation united action 
in support of the British strikers, and asking that an embargo 
should be put upon the shipping of coal and other freight to 
British ports. The telegram was signed by Amosoff for the 
railwaymen, Ishchenko for the water transportworkers, and 
Rudnakoff for the local transportworkers. 

When the general strike in Britain had been called off, 
the embargo in Russian ports was maintained only in respect 
of fuel; and subsequently in accordance with the request of 
the British miners, only on coal and mineral oil. 

In these respects, the embargo still continues. 

Let us now return to the activities of the trade unions 
in respect of the organisation of material aid. 

When the General Council, in strict conformity with the 
“regulations, customs, and constitution,’’ of that body, in 
answer to Baldwin’s charge of unconstitutional action, wrote : 
“Notwithstanding the premier’s accusation, we are neither 
breaking the laws nor infringing the constitution,’? and re- 
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fused monetary aid from Russia, the Presidium of the All- 
Russian Central Council of Trade Unions passed a resolu- 
ae on May roth, the concluding part of which runs as fol- 
ows : 


_ The All-Russian Central Council of ‘Trade Unions cannot 
discuss either the refusal of the General Council or the motives 
of that refusal. It has, however, no option but to regard the 
refusal as a fact. 

_In view of this, the All-Russian Central Council of Trade 
Unions decides: 

1. To accept the return of the money from the General 
Council; 
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2. To continue levying funds in aid of the British — 
miners; 

3. To assign all the money collected to a special British 
Miners’ Fund, which will be at the disposal of the General 
Council or that of the Miners’ Federation of Great Britain 


on request. 


In its decision to continue the collection of money for 
the British strikers, the All-Russian Central Council of 
Trade Unions was guided by two considerations. First of all 
came the general principle of international solidarity. Next 
came the need for rendering actual the united front between 
the British and the Soviet trade unions, the united front which 
had been organised through the formation of the Anglo-Rus- 
sian Committee. The Russian workers naturally wished to 
be the first to come to the aid of the strikers. The strike was 
still going on ; and as for the miners’ lock-out, it seemed plain 
that this would be a long business. Inasmuch as the organ- 
ised workers of Soviet Russia had never regarded the united 
front as a mere agreement among leaders but had always 
looked upon it as a veritable alliance of the working class in 
the struggle with capitalism, the decision to go on collecting 
money was a perfectly logical one—besides being the ex- 

The collection of funds went on with redoubled energy, 
for by now there was a general conviction that the British 
miners would have to fight alone, and under the most diffi- 
cult conditions. To refrain from helping them because the 
General Council had formally refused aid would (it was felt) 
be a shameful desertion, unworthy both of the revolutionary 
working class and of the trade unions of the U.S.S.R. Such 
was the universal conviction of the Russian workers. In- 
numerable resolutions, only an insignificant fraction of which 
can be reproduced in the present sketch, passed at general 
meetings of workers and employees, bear witness to the fact. 

After the general strike had been brought to a ‘‘success- 
ful’’ conclusion, the All-Russian Central Council of Trade 
Unions decided that the money which had been collected 
(amounting to roubles 2,600,000) should be handed over to 
the central committee of the Miners’ Union in the U.S.S.R., 
for transmission to the British miners. Comrade Dogadoff 
communicated this decision to a general congress of Soviet 
miners held in Moscow on May 15th. ‘Thereupon, by order 
of the congress, a telegram signed by Comrades Schwartz, 
Gorhbacheff, and Akuloff was sent to Comrades Herbert Smith 
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and A. J. Cook, asking for instructions with regard to the 
money. In reply, Cook wired requesting the immediate dis- 
patch of the money, saying, ‘he British miners are in des- 
perate need of it.’? ‘Thereupon the money was sent to the 
Miners’ Federation of Great Britain. 

In acting thus, the trade unions of the U.S.S.R. were 
merely fulfilling the duty of international class solidarity. 


It was in further compliance with the obligations of this prin- 
ciple that the Russian trade unions continued with yet more 
energy to raise funds in aid of the British miners, although 


the right-wing trade unions of other lands were now with- 


holding even the meagre aid they had given at the start. 

: It was from the same outlook that the plenum of the All- 
Russian Central Council of Trade Unions decided on June 
sth to issue an appeal to the workers of the world : 


At the present juncture it is necessary for us all to devote 
our whole strength to the support of the British miners. We 
must do our utmost, not merely to save them from ruin, but 
to ensure their victory, 


During May and June, the All-Russian Central Council 
of Trade Unions dispatched supplementary amounts to the 
Miners’ Federation of Great Britain, representing the sums 
contributed by the workers and employees, to the total of 
one million roubles. An additional payment of roubles 370,000 
was made on July Sth. Thus, down to the time of this writ- 
ing, the amount sent from the U.S.S.R. in aid of the British 
miners totals roubles 3,970,000, or approximately £400,000. 
On July 8th, a committee with Comrade Tihomirova as chair- 
man was organised by the All-Russian Central Council of 
Trade Unions to furnish aid to the families of locked-out 
miners. 

On that very day, the committee issued an appeal to the 
working women of the U.S.S.R. 

On July 8th, there was held in Berlin a conference of 
Russian and British miners’ delegates, in order to promote 
a campaign for the help of the locked-out British miners. 
The Russian miners were represented by Schwartz and Aku- 
lof, the British miners by Cook and Richardson. At this 
conference, it was unanimously agreed to appeal to the 
workers of the world for financial aid to the British miners. 
Both the British and Soviet delegations emphasised the need 
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for the immediate summoning of the Anglo-Russian Com. _ 
mittee. 

The campaign to help the British miners still continues, 

To sum up, it cannot be denied that during the titanic | 
struggle between labour and capital in Britain, the Soviet 
trade unions and the workers of the U.S.S.R. have fulfilled 
their class duty to the utmost measure of their powers. They 
will continue to do this te the end. 


CHAPTER Five. 


EFFECT OF THE BRITISH NOTE ON THE RUSSIAN 
WORKERS. 


OT since the Curzon ultimatum has there been 

such widespread commotion among the Russian 

workers as was aroused by the “correct ’’ note 

of the British government to the Soviet govern- 
ment concerning financial aid to the British workers. 
“How dare this government of lords and_ stockbrokers 
interfere in our internal affairs??? ‘That was the sentiment 
of the Russian toiling millions. A wave of demonstrations 
of protest spread throughout the country, and angrily 
worded resolutions were passed at general meetings held in 
factories, workshops, and institutions, 

“Let no one dare to infringe our hard-won right to give 
free expression to the international solidarity of the prole- 
tariat,’’ say the workers of the Petrovsk mine. “We shall 
not allew any one, no matter who, to dictate to us, or to vio- 
late our freedom.” 

“We are our own masters and we protest against the 
interference of the British Government,” says a resolution 
passed at a general meeting of the workers at the Samoiloff 
factory. 

The workers of the Motovilihinsk works in the Urals 
declare: “ We shall not allow any interference on the part of 
the British government in the internal affairs of the U.S.S.R. 
and (more especially) in the mutual relationships between 
the government and the trade unions. With tenfold energy 
we shall devote ourselves to the strengthening of international 
solidarity.” 

“The cause of the British miners is ours. We have 
helped them and shall go on helping them. We shall decide 
for ourselves how to help the strikers, and we shall not allow 
any outsider to advise us about our private affairs.” This is 
the pithy and clearly phrased resolution passed at a general 
meeting of the shopmen and wareliousemen at Moscow station 
on the Moscow-Kursk railway. 

“No power on earth can or shall dare to make us draw 
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back the helping hand we have held out to our brothers, the 
British miners,” runs another railwaymen’s resolution, 

The workers and employees of the Rabochy factory de- 
clare: “ The money was sent to the British workers by the 
workers of the Sovict Union. No notes or memoranda from 
the bourgeois pack or from the camp of the hard-faced British 
conservatives shall prevent our sending monetary aid to our 
struggling brothers, the British workers. Hands off the 
trade-unions of the U.S.S.R.!” 

The organised workers of the town of Arzamas, meeting 
to the number of 3,500, unanimously adopt the following re- 
solution: “We categorically protest against the British 
government’s note, which rudely interferes in our internal 
affairs. Our answer to the note is to reinforce the collection 
” 

“ Hands off the unions of the U.S.S.R.! We, the workers 
of the U.S.S.R., will not tolerate interference in our affairs.” 
This comes from a meeting at the Putiloff works, attended 
by 12,000 persons. The resolution goes on to say: “The 
trade unions have helped and will continue to help the strug- 
gling proletariat of Britain.” 

“Let the British lords chatter as they please,” gay the 
workers and employees at the chemical works of the coastal 
tegion. “The money sent to the British is the savings out 
of our wages, together with the levy.” 

The general feeling is clearly expressed at a meeting of 
the rank and file workers of the Zhest works at Rostov-on-the- 
Don. We take this from “Pravda” of July 2nd: 


What has the British government to do with my privy 
purse? I give if I like, and I don’t give if I don’t like. No 
one shall interfere with me, no one shall prevent me. If I 
choose to levy myself a rouble or a five-copeck piece, whose 
concern is that? 

We don’t ask Churchill, the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, how he spends his money. Nor do we ask Cham- 
berlain how he spends h’s salary. 


The Russian workers had no great affection for the Bald- 
win government in any case, and their love for it was not 
increased by the diplomatic note. If the aim of that note was 
to discourage the Russian workers from helping the British 
miners, we can only say that it acted by contraries. 

A general meeting of the organised workers of the town 
of Kustanaya, after categorically protesting against the 
British note, decided to make a further levy immediately, 
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of half a day’s pay on behalf of the miner’s fund. From 
the first of July, for the duration of the lock-out, there was 
to be a monthly levy of a quarter of a day’s pay. 

In numerous other places, such as Saratov, Perm, 

Vyatka, Stalin, Voronezh, etc., the workers’ decided to raise 
a second levy. 
“We have helped and shall continue to help . . . . With 
tenfold energy we shall give help”—such was the unanimous 
answer of the Russian workers to the insolent attempt to 
interfere in the mutual relationships between the trade unions 
and the Soviet government. The movement in aid of the 
British workers was a mass movement. All the toilers of 
the U.S.S.R. were involved in it. It was an elemental pro- 
duct of the revolutionary activity and the highly developed 
class solidarity of the Russian workers, inured to struggle, 
and nurtured in the spirit of true internationalism. 
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N this appendix, we shall give the text of some of the resolutions 
[es at general meetings of the workers and employees throughout 

the U.S.S.R. ‘To print them all would require several thick volumes. 

These resolutions were passed by the workers in all branches of indus- 
trv during the months of May and June. 

With few exceptions, the newspaper from which the cutting was 
taken is mentioned, with date of issue. The date of meeting was, of 
course, anterior to the date of publication, and often (owing to pressure 
on space) many days anterior. This explains why some of the resolu- 
tions published during the latter half of May express the frame of mind 
of the Russian workers while the general strike was in progress. 


L—RESOLUTIONS PASSED BEFORE THE RECEIPT 
OF THE. BRIEISH NOTE. 


This general meeting of the workers and employees of 
the {mo works in Moscow sends martial greetings to the 
British proletariat, heroically fighting British capitalism. 
We know that the bourgeoisie will take all possible measures 
to crush the British workers. The British comrades are not 
alone in their struggle. 

The united front of the British bourgeoisie will be 
countered by the united front of the world proletariat. 

We declare to the British workers that their cause is 
ours, that their victory will be our victory. 

The British working class must conquer. 

As a mark of fraternal solidarity, and as a first instal- 
ment of help for the British workers, the meeting decides to 
levy half a day’s pay upon all workers.

Meetings attended by-14,775 textile workers employed at 
the four great factories in the Bronnitsky district have been 
held to consider the giving of aid to the British strikers. 
The 7,071 workers for the .Red Flag factory are con- 
tributing one day’s pay; the 2,794 workers of the October 
Revolution factory, half a day’s pay; the 1,081 workers of 
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the Forward factory, half a day’s pay ; and the 3,029 workers 
of the Toiling Worker factory, a quarter of a day’s pay. 

The following resolution was passed: “We wish the 
British workers to know that they are not alone, that the 
whole working class of the U.S.S.R. is with them; that we 
textile workers shall not for a single moment forget the hard- 
ships now being endured by the British workers. We know 
that the bourgeoisie, with the assistance of the forces of the 
State and with the aid of the cringing policy of the represen- 
tatives of the Second International, is endeavouring to sow 
dissension among the struggling British workers; but the 
enthusiasm with which the British working class is entering 
upon the fight and the brotherly solidarity and the support 
from the workers of all lands, convince us that all the attempts 
of the bourgeoisie to crush the commencing struggle will be 
defeated.’’

This general meeting of workers and employees of the 
Dynamo factory in Moscow, to the number of 1,500 persons, 
sends fraternal greetings to the British proletariat. 

We men of the Dynamo works, having struck more than 
once under the Tsarist regime, ended by taking up arms 
against the Tsar and the capitalists. We have learned by 
actual experience how the industrial struggle can be trans- 
formed into a struggle for power. Resoluteness in the strug- 
gle, and the bold leadership of the Communist Party, secured 
us the victory. Now, power is in our hands. 

Following the course of your struggle, we hope that in 
the near future the same thing will happen to you. 

The bourgeoisie, finding that the old method of doping 
has lost its effect, is beginning to form fascist organisations, 
and is endeavouring to repress the working-class movement 
by force of arms. In these circumstances, you have a choice 
between two alternatives. Fither you must fight to the end 
and conquer, or you must back down, which would be equiva- 
lent to a shameful defeat. There is no third course. ‘The 
right-wing leaders, seeking for a compromise, really want 
to lead you to defeat, in order that they may serve the cap- 
italists once more. 

Do not trust Thomas and MacDonald, and in answer to 
attempts to overthrow you with the aid of fascists, form 
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Workers’ Defence Corps, which will enable you to make a 
worthy resistance. 

The world proletariat, and especially the workers of the 
U.S.S.R., are watching your heroic struggle. 

Remefiber that you are not alone in your struggle. 
We of the Dynamo works declare that we are ready to help 
you at any moment, not with money alone, but in other ways, 
should there be need. 

This meeting in support of the British strikers levies a 
quarter of a day’s pay, and summons the other factories and 
workshops of Moscow to do the same.

The general meeting of 12,000 metal workers belonging 
to the Krasnoye Putilovets works in Leningrad sends you its 
warmest brotherly solidarity. 

We the workers of Krasnoye Putilovets know in what 
difficult circumstances you are fighting, but we are convinced 
that, thanks to the general strike begun with so much unani- 
mity, the British workers will win what they are fighting for. 

We charge you, British workers, to close your ranks 
under the flag of the united struggle with capital. 

At the same time we call upon ‘the workers throughout 
Europe to give brotherly help to the British workers who are 
waging war against capital. 

The workers of the Krasnoye Putilovets are always 
ready, at the call of the Communist International, to rally 
to the defence of the British proletariat. 

They also wish to give practical aid, and as a first in- 
stalment they levy a quarter of a day’s pay on behalf of the 
strikers.

arity with the strike movement in Britain.

All hail to the united proletarian front and the inter- 
national brotherhood of the workers of all lands!
